ENCRYPTION? 


Q. When the control operator of an amateur station is 
handed an encrypted message from one government 
agency for delivery to another, can it be passed compli- 
antly in a packet message? 


A. No. While Part 97 does not address encryption by that 
term, Section 97.113(a)(4) prohibits the transmission of mes- 
sages encoded for the purpose of obscuring their meaning. 
Although there are three exceptions, they do not exempt 
encrypted messages, either between government profession- 
als or otherwise. 

The first is in Section 97.211(b) which authorizes a 
telecommand station to transmit to a station in space opera- 
tion special codes intended to obscure the meaning. 

Secondly, Section 97.215(b) says that the control signals 
transmitted to a model craft are not considered codes or 
ciphers intended to obscure the meaning of communications. 

Lastly, Section 97.217 provides similarly for the transmis- 
sion of telemetry (measurements at a distance from the 
measuring instrument.) 


Q. Then how can we use our ham stations compliantly 
to communicate in private? 


A. Not attainable. Other than the three exceptions above, 
there is no basis in the rules for any expectation of message 
privacy. Our amateur service is not for secretive intercommu- 
nications. Section 97.3(a)(4), rather, says it is for the purpose 
of self-training, intercommunication and technical investiga- 
tions carried out by duly authorized persons interested in 
radio technique solely with a personal aim and without pecu- 
niary interest. 


Q. Can the professionals now using our amateur serv- 
ice frequencies encrypt their intercommunications? 


A. Yes. But only while they are providing emergency com- 
munications under the authority of Section 97.403 Safety of 
life and protection of property or Section 97.405 Station in 
distress. Only then, no provision of Part 97 prevents the use 
by an amateur station of any means of radiocommunication 
at its disposal to provide essential communication needs in 
connection with the immediate safety of human life and 
immediate protection of property when normal communica- 
tion systems are not available.

Q. My friend thinks he might like to get a ham 
license. Can he first give it a try by operating my sta- 
tion with my Amateur Extra Class operator privileges 
as my apprentice understudy? | would sit right next 
to him. 


A. That is your decision to make. How close together you 
are sitting is secondary to how effective you are in supervis- 
ing your understudy. As the station control operator 
(“SCO”) you have at least two protocols to consider: your 
understudy might partake as a third party message stating 
participant or as a verbalizing person or device. Read BE 
Informed No. 25 Who Must Throw The Big Red Switch and 
BE Informed No. 56 The VPOD and The GOTA. 


Q. What is the difference between a TPMSP and a 
VPOD? 


A. It depends upon whether the person for whom the mes- 
sage is being transmitted is the SCO or the understudy. 
Both protocols have these basics: 

_ The station must be under local or remote control. Read 
Sections 97.109(b) and (c). 

_ The SCO must be a person for whom an amateur opera- 
tor/primary station license grant appears on the ULS consol- 
idated licensee database, or who is authorized for alien 
reciprocal operation. Read Sections 97.7. 

_ The SCO must be at the station control point. Read 
Sections 97.109(b) and (c). The control point is the location 
at which the contro! operator function is performed. Read 
Section 97.3(a)(14). 

_ The SCO, together with the station licensee - if a differ- 
ent person - is responsible for the proper operation of the 
station in accordance with the FCC Rules. Read Section 
97.103(a). 

_ The SCO must ensure the immediate proper operation of 
the station, regardless of the type of control. Read Section 
97.105(a). 

_ The station may only be operated in the manner and to 
the extent permitted by the privileges authorized for the 
class of operator license held by the SCO. Read Section 
97.105(b). 

The TPMSP protocol stems from our third party commu- 
nications rules. Your apprentice understudy is the third 
party. Each transmission is a message from the SCO (first 
party) of an amateur station to another amateur station 
SCO (second party) on behalf of the apprentice understudy. 
Read Section 97.3(a)(46) and BE Informed No. 7 All About 
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Third-Party Communications. 

The apprentice understudy may participate in stating his 
or her message. Read Section 97.115. Should this occur, 
these additional third party communication rules must be 
observed: 

_ The SCO must continuously monitor and supervise the 
third party's participation. Read Section 97.115(b)(1). 

_ The SCO must make certain that the station transmits 
only to stations within the jurisdiction of the United States; 
to stations within the jurisdiction of any foreign government 
whose administration has made arrangements with the 
United States to allow amateur stations to be used for trans- 
mitting international communications on behalf of third par- 
ties; or to stations within the jurisdiction of a foreign gov- 
ernment when transmitting emergency or disaster relief 
communications. Read Section 97.115(a)(2). 

_ The SCO must make certain that the TPMSP is not a prior 
amateur service licensee whose license was revoked or not 
renewed after hearing and re-licensing has not taken place; 
suspended for less than the balance of the license term and 
the suspension is still in effect; suspended for the balance of 
the license term and re-licensing has not taken place; or sur- 
rendered for cancellation following notice of revocation, sus- 
pension or monetary forfeiture proceedings. The TPMSP 
must not be the subject of a cease and desist order which 
relates to amateur service operation and which is still in 
effect. Read Section 97.115(b)(2). 

Under the VPOD protocol, only the expressions and 
intentions of the SCO are conveyed; each transmitted word 
spoken and every action taken by the apprentice understudy 
is for the SCO. It is analogous to voice and control actuation 
from some sort of pre-programmed apparatus being 
employed by the SCO. Section 97.3(a)(6) acknowledges the 
use of devices and procedures for station control. 


Q. Isn't VPOD just a bypass around the third party 
restrictions that hinder the usage of our spectrum by 
non-licensed persons? 


A. Possibly. Most significantly, however, both protocols 
bypass our VEs’ qualifying examination system. 


Q. How about my apprentice understudy operating in 
a contest? 


A. That would be up to the contest sponsor. 


Q. Can a Technician use the Amateur Extra Class opera- 
tor frequencies as an apprentice understudy? 


A. Yes, provided the SCO is listed on the ULS as having an 
Amateur Extra Class operator license grant. Read Section 
97.105(b). 


Q. Understudies are not duly authorized as required 
by the international Radio Regulations, the 
Communications Act and Section 97.3(a)(4). 

A. Au contraire. The third party participation done by a 
TPMSP is authorized by rule Section 97.115(b). All of the 
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intercommunicating and apparatus actuating carried out by a 
VPOD is on behalf of the SCO, who is authorized by Section 
97.7. 


Q. During the 1964-1965 New York World’s Fair, | made 
several visits to K2US - the most complete modern 
amateur station that we hams of that era could even 
imagine. The station managers were protective of the 
integrity of K2US. They inspected my license document 
before approving me to be the SCO. It had to bear my 
signature - no exceptions. There was a report of one 
unfortunate ham being denied approval because he 
had neglected to sign his license before having it plas- 
ticized. How, then, did this apprentice understudy 
claptrap come about? 


A. Our amateur service community has changed. During 
that pre-incentive licensing period, it was about one-third of 
the size it is now. We were viewed as eccentric TVI-causing 
electronic wizards who could oftentimes fix an ailing radio or 
TV. We were proud of having measured up to the demand- 
ing license qualification challenge: We had passed telegra- 
phy receiving and sending tests of 13 or 20 words per 
minute. Our exam questions were strictly FCC-confidential. 
No questions or answers were ever disclosed. Examinations 
were administered during business hours by FCC agents, 
usually in an imposing federal building. A well-worn, solder- 
ing iron-charred handbook was our typical study text. 

The ULS has made license documents obsolete. Departed 
also is that CW skill stipulation. The VECs’ pools — with the 
exact questions, answers and distracters — are memorized in 
cram sessions. Pride and precaution seem to have given way 
to a progressive expansion initiative. People are encouraged 
to experience firsthand actual amateur radio intercommuni- 
cating. For instance, at gatherings of people where there is 
an amateur radio station on exhibit, visitors are sometimes 
encouraged to speak into the station microphone and actu- 
ate its transmitting apparatus controls as apprentice under- 
studies. After trying it out, perhaps some of them may 
decide to undergo the ten hours or so of study in prepara- 
tion for passing the VEs’ examinations. 


Q. Promoting apprentice understudies is neither a good 
amateur practice nor is it enforceable. No one can 
know just by listening to a station's transmissions 
whether the SCO is really present at the control point 
and is continuously monitoring and supervising. 


A. The SCO and the apprentice understudy would know. 
Our safeguard against abuse depends upon the degree of 
effectiveness of the SCO’s supervision. 


Q. We are kidding only ourselves with that legal fic- 
tion. Promoting apprentice understudies will surely 
take ham radio down the CB path to de-licensing. Our 
hard-won radio spectrum should be used only by 
trained operators, technicians and electronic experts, 
not by non- or under-unlicensed people. No one 
should be allowed to use our spectrum until they have 
proven to our VEs that they know what our rules say, 


what our good amateur and engineering practices are, 
and possess the technical expertise to make those 
rules and practices meaningful. 


A. If the amount of abuse is not intolerable, the expansion 
initiative might succeed in addition to accommodating the 
intended operators you mention. 


Q. While tuning the 160m band, | came across a net 
accepting check-ins from the 2 meter band. | also 
overheard Technician Class operators checking into this 
net who were using their 2 meter radios. The HF rig 
must have been cross-banded with 2 meters. Is that 
allowed? 


A. Quite possibly. Section 97.113(f) says that no amateur 
station, except an auxiliary, repeater, or space station, may 
automatically retransmit the radio signals of other amateur 
stations. Those 160 meter retransmissions, therefore, could 
only have been repeated compliantly from our 2 meter band 
non-automatically, i.e., by manual actions of the 160 meter 
station SCO. Unless someone can make a case that such 
retransmitting is not a good amateur practice under Section 
97.101(a) or it is not making the most effective use of the 
amateur service frequencies under Section 97.101(b), those 
rules, at least, were not being violated. 


Q. There is still some confusion about a group QSO 
and the ID requirements for each individual station in 
the group. The main point being whether a station 
that is been part of the group - after making a station 
identification announcement has been silent for some 
period of time - is required to make another station 
identification announcement following the next 10 
minute interval. | maintain that as long as that station 
properly ID's, they are under no obligation to transmit 
further identification when they have been silent even 
for a period of longer than 10 minutes. Instead, that 
station may continue to be silent and not transmit 
another station identification announcement until it, in 
the natural course of the conversation, makes its next 
transmission, at which time it would have to ID again, 
even though more than 10 minutes has elapsed since 
its previous ID. 


A. Your protocol is consistent with Section 97.119. 


Q. | run an annual special event station. | would like 
to operate two stations next year. Can a ham friend 
who lives several miles away use the special event call 
sign from his house at the same time | run another sta- 
tion from my QTH? 


A. Assuming that your FCC-assigned station call sign is the 
call sign shown on the special event call coordinators’ data 
base as the one for which the special event call sign will be 
substituted, there is a way that you both can use the special 
event call sign at both homes simultaneously. 

Your friend would have to place his station apparatus 
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under your physical contro! during the event. Under Section 
97.5(a), that would make you the station licensee for both 
stations. Then you designate him as the SCO of your sta- 
tion at his home. Read Section 97.103(b). Read BE 
Informed No. 4, Which Call Sign, for more information. 


Q. Can we intercommunicate in the railroad American 
Morse code? 


A. No, not on our amateur service bands. Section 97.305(a) 
says: “Except as specified elsewhere in this part, an amateur 
station may transmit a CW emission on any frequency 
authorized to the control operator." Section 97.3(c)(1) 
specifically defines the term CW as “international Morse 
code telegraphy emissions" having certain specified designa- 
tors: those with A, C, H, J or R as the first symbol; 1 as the 
second symbol; A or B as the third symbol; and emissions 
J2A and J2B. There is no provision for any other telegraphy 
code, including the American Morse. 

The International Morse code is defined in Section 
97.3(a)(27) as "a dot-dash code as defined in ITU-T 
Recommendation F.1 (March, 1998), Division B, |. Morse 
code." In other words, international Morse code is a specifi- 
cally defined code. American Morse code is a different 
telegraphy code, which is not authorized in Part 97. 

That elsewhere exception in Section 97.305(a) refers to 
our secondary status in the 60 meter band. Section 
97.303(h) limits amateur stations to phone emission type 
2K8J3E on specific channels. Those restrictions enable the 
primary users of those channels to ascertain the call sign of 
any amateur station transmission that causes interference to 
their communications. 


Q. The definition of CW is “international Morse code 
telegraphy.” Couldn’t we communicate in American 
Morse as data using an unspecified digital code, there- 
by complying with the requirements of Section 97.309? 


A. No. Your end-around play would work only in the unlike- 
ly event that the emission type is actually telemetry, telecom- 
mand or computer communications having the designator 
for such as specified in Section 97.3(c)(2). 


Q. | can’t believe the FCC intends to outlaw other 
telegraphy codes when it permits all those other digi- 
tal modes. 


A. Believe instead that Section 97.3(c)(1) means what It 
says: international Morse code CW telegraphy.

Lee Garlock, KDARE, describes it as not at 
all what you would expect a TV transmitter to look like 
compared to those before the digital age.

The only hint of UHF power is the 3” hard line coax run- 
ning out the top. The transmitter puts out only 3KW aver- 
age power compared to 60 to 200 kw peak power of the 
old analog NTSC transmitters.

At this meeting we were 
very lucky to have David, WOYRN (ex-W9YRN), attend 
the meeting. At the meeting President Terry, KOUAS, pre- 
sented David with a certificate for 75 years as a Amateur 
radio operator. David also received his Life Membership 
Certificate in QOWA. 

In 1936 W9YRN became a finished product of the 
notably successful ham radio license school /factory being 
run in Salina by the Kansas National Guard and possibly 
about two dozen interested, active, and skilled Salina 
hams. At the Guard Armory was a 400 Watt CW rig 
that was used by ham members of the Guard for 
Guard/Army communication drills. At times, not drill 
nights, Guard Members who were hams could put the rig 
on ham band frequencies and enjoy ham radio communi- 
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cations. The walls were covered with DX QSL cards from 
everywhere. 

In the 1930s the Guard wanted more FCC-licensed 
ham operator members. Solution: Create a ham radio 
operator factory. There was very active cooperation from 
the existing ham population in Salina.The ham radio facto- 
ry certainly attracted much interest among the high school 
boys who were not interested in trouble-making and who 
were at least somewhat interested in physical science and 
/or mathematics. 

Code practice was taught at a long table with head- 
phones and keys at about a dozen positions along the 
table. The weekly code instruction was given by Gene 
Seymour, whose call was W9JDY, | think. He was a 
superb CW and DX operator with an 852-tube transmitter 
at his home. 

Radio theory, as needed for ham radio licensing, was 
taught skillfully and interestingly by the transmitter engi- 
neer at KFBI, the early AM broadcast station in Salina and 
Abilene. His ham call escapes me, but | think his name 
was Andrew Crockett. 

He kept the theory going interestingly with stories 
about Dr. John R. Brinkleys famous KFKB “Kansas First 
Kansas Best” AM broadcast station located at Brinkleys 
Hospital at Milford, Kansas. Crockett had constructed the 
transmitter at KFKB. In addition, when Dr. Brinkley got 
expelled from Kansas. Crockett had followed Brinkley and 
constructed Brinkley”s 500kw AM station on the Mexican 
side of the Rio Grande River. It was contemporary with the 
famous 500kw Crosley AM station in Cincinnati. 

Other Salina hams, not part of the National Guard 
Ham Factory, helped the interested high school kids signifi- 
cantly. One, W9SRS, himself, had constructed, installed 
and perfected the first 2-way radio system for the Salina 
police cars. He was generous with his help to kid hams 
stuck with new problems. Another, Dr. Earl Gemmill, 
W9STC, had been a practicing dentist before changing to 
the banking business. He had kept his foot treadle-operat- 
ed dental drill in his basement ham shack. All Hams, both 
young kids and old-timers, were welcome in his ham 
shack when winding plug-in coil forms, whether plastic or 
ceramic. The old dental drill made it so very easy, when 
winding a coil form to drill the form precisely where need- 
ed to feed the wire through the wall of the tubular coil 
form. In Addition, Doc was very generous with his time in 
helping kid hams with problems new to them. Doc also 
was generously helpful to penniless kids who needed parts 
to build a receiver or small transmitter. 

In the spring or summer of 1936 about 10 of us took 
the FCC ham license exam. | recall some, but not all the 
names. All passed and received W9 calls, Kansas. then 
being in the 9th call district. 

David mentioned three extremely bright Salina High 
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School kid hams who were about 4 years older than he. 
All three enjoyed their kid ham radio experience so much 
that they chose to study electrical engineering at the 
University. All three were so bright and capable that each 
was awarded a 4-year Scholarship. One soon became the 
supervisor of some 600 EE’s at Sperry Gyroscope, one 
became a Vice President of G.E., and the third became 
Vice President of another well-known company, the name 
of which he did not recall. 

In closing, ham radio is a wonderful hobby for bright 
kids who are interested in some kind of physical science 
and who want to escape getting into trouble. 

A wonderful time was had by all.

Just as we were discussing the Tornister “Torn” E.b TRF 
receivers used by the German Signal Corps, in walked 
Denis Willis, a veteran of 17 combat missions as a 
Lancaster radio operator and an expert on WW |I 
German radio equipment. Denis achieved his knowl- 
edge first-hand. One of his wartime duties was to 
inspect downed German aircraft and remove any radio 
equipment, taking care to not alter any switch or dial 
settings. Such details were valuable for intelligence pur- 
poses. 


Meeting Denis was especially poignant when he 
thanked me, as a “Yank,” for the U. S. entering the war 
at the point when Great Britain was pretty well spent. 
He specifically mentioned our ability to supply the 100 
octane aviation fuel that was guzzled by the Rolls-Royce 
Merlin engine in the likes of a Spitfire Mk V. 


The Duxford Radio Society operates GB2IWM and 
GOPZJ from Building 177, the Radio Section of Duxford 
RAF Field. In addition to the operational 
T1154M/R1155L equipment in the Lancaster reproduc- 
tion, club equipment includes a Collins KWM2A trans- 
ceiver with 30L-1 linear (which they can use up to 400 
watts PEP) plus some modern Kenwood sets. The 
antennas are a G5SRV for 80- and 40-meters, and a 
Cushcraft ASL2010 log-periodic beam for the higher- 
frequency bands. It was the log-periodic that originally 
caught my eye and, in truth, is a much better advertise- 
ment than the tiny sign on Building 177.

s an avid Dxer, it was always my dream to have a nice 
Fei of Yagi antennas on a hilltop separated from 
neighbors and manmade noise sources. The dream came 
true about 10 years ago, when | purchased a piece of 
property near the top of a hill, adjacent to State Forest 
land in southern Vermont. A house was built with amateur 
radio woven into the design. The ample hamshack room 
was designated on the plans as the “Radio Room”. The 
highest spot on the property, approximately 50 yards from 
the house itself, was chosen for the crank up tower, a Tri- 
Ex 70-foot sky needle. Antennas selected at that time for 
stacking on the sky needle were a 2 element 40 meter 
beam, an interlaced 20-15-10 meter tribander, and a 
12/17 yagi, all made by Force 12.

My location is subject to New England weather extremes, 
including severe ice storms, which never caused any per- 
manent harm to my antennas.

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antennas, the principle of their operation is that a single 
antenna can be made to work efficiently over a wide 
range of frequencies by mechanically varying the length of 
the yagi elements. This is accomplished by using, as the 
antenna elements, copper tapes that are moved in and out 
through fiberglass tubes. This is accomplished through the 
use of stepper motor actuators. Hence, the name 
“SteppIR”. This is done with a microprocessor driven con- 
troller. You can either manually input the bands and fre- 
quency, or , you can “autotune” the antenna, so that it 
will adjust itself automatically as you change frequency on 
your transceiver. 


The DB36 has a 36-foot boom, and four sets of elements 
controlled by stepper motors. in addition, there are numer- 
ous options, including an option to include a 80 meter 
wire antenna, additional passive 6 meter elements, option- 
al wiring junction boxes on the antenna itself, and 
upgrades to the microprocessor controller. As | have an 80 
meter antenna that works quite well, | skipped that 
option, but did go for the optional passive 6 meter ele- 
ments, and various upgrades to the controller. By the time 
| finished the order sheet and added in the cost of UPS 
shipping from Washington state to Vermont, the basic 
$4295 antenna was up to almost $5700 delivered. GULP!! 


The order was placed in mid-March, and by the second 
week of May, the UPS man brought me four boxes of vari- 
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MY YAGI ANTENNA 


ous shapes and sizes, totaling over 200 pounds. 


| decided to enlist the aid of my tower people, Hudson 
Valley Towers www.hudsonvalleytowers.com, of Pawling 
New York. Ray, W2RE, and Lee, WW2DxX, are HVT, and 
they had been here twice before to do antenna work. 
These fellows are real amateur radio enthusiasts, and | 
highly recommend them. We managed to schedule them 
to start the work the weekend after the DB36 was deliv- 
ered. 


The antenna, assembled, weighs approximately 165 
pounds. The great majority of the weight is concentrated 
on the boom of the antenna itself, where the four stepper 
motors are mounted. The HF “elements” that you see are 
only fiberglass tubes, through which the copper tape ele- 
ments actually run. 


Removal of the old antennas went very fast, no more than 
two hours. But weather became uncooperative, and much 
of the DB36 antenna assembly was done in light rain and 
mist. 


This is a complex antenna, comprised of many hundreds of 
individual parts. | am glad Ray and Lee were there to help. 
There were many instances where a lot of head scratching 
was needed, largely due to less than fully clear assembly 
instructions. The patience and persistence displayed by 
Ray and Lee were marvelous. Sunday nightfall came, and 
the fully assembled boom was up on the tower, but the 
fiberglass “trombones” were not yet up. Ray and Lee 
returned two days later (also a rainy day) and finished the 
job. 


To my amazement, everything worked as it should on the 
first test of the antenna. One thing the StepplR allows you 
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to do is “reverse” the direction of the antenna in a few 
seconds at a push of a button. It is incredible to hear sta- 
tions that are 20 over S9 in the forward direction go to S5 
or less in the reverse direction. And for the nets and 
roundtable ragchews where everyone is in different direc- 
tions, another push of the button puts you into a bi-direc- 
tional mode for a more omni-directional pattern. 


| thought my prior stack of antennas worked well, but the 
DB36 runs circles around it. It gives 3 elements on 40 and 
30 meters, and 4 elements on 20-17-14-12-10. With the 
optional passive 6 meter elements, there are six elements 

on 6 meters. 


| run approximately 1000 watts maximum on HF. | am 


often told by the DX stations that | am the loudest state- 
side station that they have worked on that band that day. 
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My closing thoughts on the subject are, going to the 
SteppIR DB36 was indeed a step up for the K1XV signal. 
Unless you are very familiar with assembling and mounting 
an antenna of this complexity and size, you would be 
foolish to not get professional, or extremely experienced 
amateurs, help in putting it up. And renting the appropri- 
ate field equipment is a necessity to do the job safely and 
efficiently. 


There is a financial commitment to putting up an antenna 
like the DB36. But putting it in perspective, | have friends 
suffering mid life crisis buying $50K automobiles and $20K 
motorcycles. So | got away cheap. It could have been 
worse. | could have waited for the new SteppIR DB42, 
which is even $1500 more expensive.

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Novice History 


Part 15 in a Series for the QCWA Journal

Headnote — Many hobbies like amateur radio do not have a 
well documented “history.” This “history” was compiled 
from many sources (see endnote); some of them are contra- 
dictory. This history is incomplete and should be regarded 
as a work in progress. There is an absence of YL, minorities, 
disabled hams and hams from the U.S. territories in this his- 
tory for they are historically under-represented in ham radio. 


his is our fifteenth article in a series of articles on the his- 

tory of the Novice license in American amateur radio his- 
tory. The first article appeared in the spring 2008 issue of 
the QCWA Journal. It looked at the structure of the Novice 
license when it was introduced in 1951. In issue two, sum- 
mer 2008, we looked at 1951, the earliest Novices. Article 
three told about the early-1950s. The mid-1950s, were cov- 
ered in the fourth issue. In the fifth installment we looked 
at the late-1950s. The sixth article considered what it would 
take to become the first Novice to earn the DXCC award. In 
the next article we told the story of how Bill Tippett, W4ZV, 
formerly KN4RID, was the first Novice to DXCC. After that 
we told the story of the chase to become the first DXCC. 
The two articles after that discussed early-Novice callsigns. 
The eleventh article took a first look at school based ama- 
teur radio programs. The twelfth through fourteenth arti- 
cles discussed 1960, 1961 and 1962 respectively. This article 
shall discuss 1963, the twelfth year of the Novice license. 


In 1963, the Novice sub-band on 15M was expanded 50kc ; 
21.1 to 21.250kc. 1963 was also the first time FCC 
charged a licensing fee for hams (QST, Jan. 1964, pp. 9). 
On top of this, on January 7, 1963, new postal rates took 
effect; making QSLing more expensive (QST, Feb., 1963, pp. 
37). Post cards went up to 4-cents; 6-cents air mail (QST, 
Feb., 1963, pp. 37). 


Also in 1963, the FCC published an Order to amend this 
rule on ham Novice, Technician and Conditional exams, 
Section 12.44(c) (QST, Nov. 1963, pp. 54). A Volunteer 
Examiner (VE) must be at least 21 years of age, must hold a 
General or higher, or Commercial Radiotelegraph licensee or 
be employed as a federal radiotelegrapher and should 
supervise both written and code exams (QST, Nov. 1963, pp. 
54). VEs were to request the exam from FCC and return it 
completed or unopened within 20 days (QST, Nov. 1963, 
pp. 54). We have had stories on our website 
www.Novicehistory.org of underage hams giving code 
exams but being unable to administer the written exam. 
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In 1963, the FCC issued 32,610 individual ham licenses; 
compared to 35,738 in 1962 (QST, Mar. 1964, pp. 150). 
There was a decrease of 3,128 individual licenses from 1962 
to 1963; a 8.8% loss. It is unclear if these figures included 
upgrades in license class. 


1963 saw 19,020 Novice licenses issued; compared to 
21,242 in 1962, a loss of 2,222, -10.5% (QST, Mar. 1964, 
pp. 150). Technician licenses in the same period showed an 
increase. In 1962 there were 8,105 new Technicians (QST, 
Mar. 1964, pp. 150). A year later in 1963, there were 
8,316 new Techs; a 211 rise, +2.5%. 


1,755 hams got both a Novice and Technician in 1963 (QST, 
Mar. 1964, pp. 150). In 1962 there were 1,867 hams got 
both a Novice and Technician (QST, Mar. 1964, pp. 150). 
Between 1962 to 1963 there was a decrease of 112 
Novice/Techs; -6% decrease. 


On June 30, 1963 there were 247,603 amateur radio opera- 
tor licenses plus another 255,140 station licenses (QST, Sept. 
1963, pp. 64). These figures compare to December 31, 
1962 when there were 238,434 amateur radio operator 
licenses plus another 245,290 station licenses (QST, Sept. 
1963, pp. 64). In the 6 month period between the two 
dates, there was an addition of 9,169 operator licenses, 
3.7%. There was also an addition of 9,850 station licenses, 
3.9%. 


In short, there was a decrease in Novice licensees. We have 
a state-by-state breakdown of where Novices lived but do 
not have the space to print it here. Instead please visit our 
history updates on our website www.Novicehistory.org 


Novice Roundup in 1963 had 309 Novices taking part, 109 
non-Novices (QST, July, 1963, pp. 18). The winner was 15- 
year-old Brooks Coffland, WNODTJ, of Omaha, NE, who had 
26,474 points (pp. 18). Brooks also held a WAS award (pp. 
18). The other Novices who exceeded 10,000 points were:

Brooks, Ronald, Raymond, Lloyd, John, Murvil, Dan, and 
Robert are no longer in the FCC database. Apparently 
KN1VWL was Laimus J. Tamosaitis who upgraded to 
K1VWL. Similarly WNOBOQ was Edward T. Manguson, 
WOBOQ. We cannot confirm these upgrades for Laimus 
and Edward who are no longer in the FCC database. We 
left a voicemail for John who is now WASESH but did not 
get a reply. We sent emails to David and James and did not 
get a reply. We found Richard as WA8DGE but were unable 
to reach him. 


We found and interviewed Bryan who is now NEOV. Bryan 
became interested in ham radio through his father Wes 
Lord, K5SBE. Wes was in the Army and they lived at Ft. Sill, 
OK. Bryan took his Novice exam at the base MARS station. 
Bryan and Wes built a 6L6 transmitter and they bought a 
Hammarlund HQ-180 receiver which was fed into a 40M 
dipole at 20ft. Bryan got out well with his low-slung dipole 
and earned the WAS award as a Novice. Bryan was the 
third place national winner of the 1963 Novice Roundup. 
He operated almost the entire length of the contest. He 
had crystals what covered every 5kc of the 40M Novice 
band. Please read more of Bryan's Novice story on our 
website, www.novicehistory.org. 


We first met Jim Weaver, K8JE, in our last article under his 
1962 Novice call, WN8COA, WA8COA as a Tech. Jim 
moved to Lafayette, IN, in 1963 to become a Ph.D. student 
in Pharmacology at Purdue University. He obtained a sec- 
ondary station license with his IN address, WN9FEW as 
Novice and WAQFEW as Tech. Jim is the first Novice we 
have run across who has made use of the secondary license. 
Keep in mind, one could not have more than one operator's 
license but could in those days have a second station 
license. We welcome hearing from more Novices who had 
secondary call signs. 


Novice Roundup took place during the first week of final 
examinations at Purdue. Jim took operating breaks from 
studying to operate the contest and place 10th in the 
nation. He built a one-tube transmitter from the ARRL hand- 
book and a Heathkit Commache receiver into a Gotham 
base-loaded vertical to look like a flag pole, surrounded by 
flowers. He had eight crystals for 15M and 40M. He was 
27 when he was a Novice-Tech. 


We do not have enough space to discuss Novice Roundup 
further or to list Mac's Beginner and Novice QST column 
articles. Please do check back later in our early-1960s web 
update article on our website, www.novicehistory.org.

Mike Fuller, K7CIE, started off as a Novice in 1963 in the liv- 
ing quarters behind Davidson's Ice Cream Parlor in 
Springfield, Oregon. Mike was assigned WN7CTN by the 
FCC. He already had a Hallicrafter's S-40A receiver. From 
his paper route earnings, Michael purchased a used Globe 
Chief Deluxe transmitter and Hy-Gain 14AVG trap vertical 
antenna. The S-40A was too broad, so he built a Heath Q- 
multiplier — which did not end up helping (see picture). He 
traded in the S-40A and Q-multiplier and got a Hammarlund 
HQ-100. 


QST ran a picture of eleven-year-old blind ham Dennis 
Holter, WN6BZL, of Santa Cruz, CA, who could copy 
20wpm (July, 1963, pp. 89). We wanted to interview 
Dennis, but he is no longer in the current FCC database. 


Mark Stevens, KN3VVG, of King of Prussia, PA, put a Stray's 
item in QST trying to form a Novice Net on 3745k.c. Fridays 
at 2400 GMT (QST, Aug. 1963, pp. 20). We do not know if 
he succeeded and did not find Mark in the current FCC 
database. 


G.T. Boyett of South Lake, TX, complained there are no ham 
radio dealers in the Gulf Coast states (QST, Jan. 1963, pp. 
87). QST did not mention he had a callsign. 


Sanford C. Hudson, WOKOZ, of Trenton, MO, installed an 
antenna switch marked "His” and “Hers” so when his wife, 
Netta R. Hudson, WNOBGK (later WAOBGK), used their sta- 
tion there would not be confusion on which antenna was in 
use (QST, Feb. 1963, pp. 59). We attempted to contact the 
Hudsons but were unsuccessful. 


In the same apartment building in the Bronx borough of 
New York City five hams living there: Mitchell E. Bernstein, 
WN2DLB, WN5HSW (no listing), Manuel Koenig, WN2IOU, 
as well as higher class operators John L. Russell, W2JEV, and 
Jack K. Powers, W2JIA (QST, Sept. 1963, pp. 35). Mitchell 
apparently is now KF2JS but could not be reached. Manuel 
is not in the current FCC database. W2JEV is not in the cur-

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rent FCC database. There are several John L. Russells in the 
FCC database but none of them seem to have been W2JEV. 
We could not reach Jack. 


ARRL moved on July 1, 1963 to its present location in 
Newington, CT (QST, Jan. 1964, pp. 9). 


QST ran a picture of Louise LeGower, KN3VBK, of 
Philadelphia, PA who is a 21-year-old Temple University stu- 
dent studying French at the Sorbonne in Paris, France (QST, 
Sept. 1963, pp. 70). She is not in the current FCC database. 


63-year-old Charles G. Hyde, WN2FKZ, of Hyde Park, New 
York, a new Novice, wrote QST's Editor asking for the maga- 
zine to be printed in larger type so he could read it without 
a magnifier glass (QST, Oct. 1963, pp. 59). Charles is not in 
the current FCC database. 


In November of 1963, QST dubbed Maurice Baker, KN3ZIM, 
of Erie, PA, “the youngest ham ever” (Nov., pp. 54). 

Maurice was 5-years-old when he earned his Novice license. 
He is now WA3ZXO. By calling Maurice “the youngest ham

ever,” QST (Nov., pp. 54) contradicted itself. In its August 
1956 issue, QST reported and pictured five-year-old Leslie 
Brown, KN6RIJI of Los Angeles who earned her Novice 
license (pp. 66). We interviewed Leslie as well as several of 
her ham friends who confirm she was five years old when 
she earned her Novice license. We left voicemails for 
Maurice in 2011 requesting an interview but got no reply. 
Based on available information at the time of this writing, 
Maurice and Leslie appear to both have been five year old 
Novices. We have not, yet, run across claims of there having 
been a younger Novice than these two. 


Ron Davis, WB5TGF, became a 17-year-old Novice, 
WNS5HVO. Ron lived in Southern Louisiana. He taught him- 
self CW by making a key out of a tin can and code practice 
oscillator out of a door buzzer. Ron worked in the oil fields 
to earn money to buy a Johnson Viking Ranger Il transmitter 
and a Hammarlund HQ-100C receiver. 


Pete Carr, WW30, returned back to Ridway, PA, from mili- 
tary service where he as trained in electronics. Pete wanted 
to resume his hobby of flying radio controlled (r/c) airplanes.

Pete chose ham 
radio and became WN3ANW. He described himself as - 
“shakiest fist in the East! Those Hams who worked me 
through those first contacts have my continuing gratitude.” 
Pete upgraded in 8 months. R/c is on 6 meters, a band 
Novices never had privileges on. 


In late 1963 a father and his son became hams. They would 
go on and serve ham radio in different ways. Ted Ryan, 
WBB6JXY (sk) was the father. Roger Ryan, AAGEO, the son. 
They lived in San Fernando Valley, part of Los Angeles, in 
the suburb of Panorama City. Ted became WN6JXY while 
Roger was WN6JXX. Ted would go on to become a prolific 
ham radio teacher for 35 years, see 
www.tedryan.bappy.com. Roger went to the Vietnam War 
as a radio operator. After an injury in combat he was 
assigned to MARS duty and phone patched 10,000s of sol- 
diers to their families. He also saved a life during Field Day 
when a clubmate was electrocuted by a generator. We will 
discuss Ted later in our series.
